baring a talk with on* of our lo- 


cal Dhysiciani during the put week 
that gentleman stated that,white 
he thought the new marriage law In 
Wisconsin waa a good one, he was of 
the opinion that It wag impractical, 
from the fact that the state had lim- 
ited the fee which a physician coul'd 
charge for1 the- work of examination 
to three, dollars. 


His opinion la bourne out by that 


of other phytlciane thruout the itate, 
and It is evident that the law makers 
overshot the mark when they framed 
the law. The sticker Is that it would 
be necessary to have laboratory tests 
made in order to determine some of 
the things that are called for in the 
law,.and the doctors lay that these 
tests would cost about twenty dollars, 
so if a physician conducted an exam- 
ination according to the law Be would 
be out about JJ7.00 besides the work 
he had put in on the matter. It seems 
that it is a mistaken notion that the 
state conducts laboratory tests free 
of charge. There are certain cases 
when such tests are made, but not in 
the wholesale manner that would be 
necessary after the new marriage 
law goes into effect. 


According to some of our exchang- 


es county clerks thruout the state 
have been keeping open evenings In 
order to accommodate the rush f6r 
marriage livenses that has occurred 
just before the new year, in order 
that young people may get married 
without the necessity of complying 
with the law, but we have not heard 
that the county clerk of Wood coun- 
ty has contracted writer's cramp or 
suffered any nervous breakdown on 
account of the rush of business brot 
about by the new law. 


The supreme court has decided 


that no marriage service is necessary 
when a man and woman wish to en- 
ter the bonds of matrimony, an a- 
greement between the two interested 
parties being all that is necessary. 
It is doubtful, however, if this meth- 
od will ever become popular with 
the general public.

AN ASYLUM INMATE 


ALLEGES CRUELTY 


Merrill Herald:—Alleging 
inhu- 


man cruelties, as practiced by em- 


loyees, an Investigation of affairs 
t the Marshfleld asylum for chronic 
nsane, has been petitioned for Jo- 
seph Reiser, formerly a'resident of 
ils city. Hon. Ralph E. Smith, of 
Ills city, who Is president of the 
tate board of control, has taken Im- 
mediate stepa to probe the matter, 
'he movement was taken up at the 
nstance of Judge M. G. Hoffman, who 
•as appointed as guardian for the 
Ictira, Mrs. Florentla Reiser, now 
ncarccrated in that asylum. The In- 
ormatiou was prepared In a petition 
o (he state board by the husband of 
le woman. 


Mrs. 
Reiser w»» adjudged insane, 


bile a resident of this city, and was 
ommltted to- the Northern Hospital 
or Insane on April 3, 1912. A certain 


iliar mania obsessed Mrs. Reiser 


t times, and she was in such a con- 
lion'that she wag finally pronounced 
ncurable 
and sent to Marshfleld 


where the state asylum for Chronic 
nsane is located. 


Early in November, 1912, Mrs. 
elser was transferred to the Wood 
ounty home and has been there 
ince that time. While being treat- 
d, the petition alleges the woman 
ormed a friendship with another re- 
dent of Lincoln county, a Mrs. Oh- 
off, living near this city and became 
ery attached to her. 


When Mrs. Ohlaff's condition was 


uch that would permit her to be dis- 
harged, she left the Institution and 
efore leaving is said to have pro- 
ided Mrs. Reiser with a jacket, sim- 
ar to that which Is worn by the in- 
lates, upon which were embroider- 
d her initials. 


A female attendant, who accord- 


ng to the petition was described as 


middle aged, short, thick set wo- 
ian with closely cropped hair enter- 
d the room and demanded where 
he procured the apparel. 


Mrs. 
Reiser replied that she had 


bought it to be hers, as It was In 
er roonj 
and 
on her receptacle 


wherein her clothing was usually 


ept. 
Seemingly, this angered the 


ttendant for she immediately as- 
aulted the wamon and struggled 
ercely with her. 
In attempting to 


ward off the blows which the attend 


nt showered upon her, Mrs. Reiser 
ut up her hands but was able to 
Her but faint resistance owing to 
her weakened condition. 


In the struggle the woman waa 
ushed from her feet, and fell back- 


wards on the floor, striking heavily, 
n the fall Mrs. Reiser's right limb 
was broken above the knee, from 
which she suffered intense pain. 


This incident occurred about six 


months ago. .according to the petition, 


nd since that time, Mrs. Reiser has 
>een confined to her bed with the 
njured limb in plaster casts. 


Setting forth further facts in the 


ase the petitioner alleges that he- is 
also in doubt as to whether the wo- 
lan is now receiving the proper sur- 
gical attention. The employee, who 
on)milted the assault, Is Bald still 
o be in charge of the Injured woman 
and frequently scolds and threatens 
ier with most brutal language when 
he pain wrings cries from the tor- 
ured woman's lips. 


According to the information Bled 


t is thought that the limb is not 
iiiitling properly, but is mending in 
a manner, which will render the wo- 
nan a cripple for life. 


Reiser states in the petition that 


ie if a poor man, and under the ex- 
sting circumstances is unable to call 
m his wife at intervals more frequent 
ban once every two months, and asks 
hat the patient be transferred to the 
Marathon county asylum for shelter 
where he can call more frequently. 
The statements set forth In the peti- 
lon, according to the best informa- 
ion that Mr. Reiser could gain are 
rue.

" 'The mother had gone out to mill? 


the cows, and her little girl, 
four 


years old. came downstairs in 
her 


nightdress, and, finding no one abou'c, 
climbed up, got some matches, arid 
thought she would try to relight the 
tree. 
In some way her 
nightdress 


caught fire. She ran upstairs and got 
into bed, set the bedding on fire; then 
jumped into another bed and set the 
other bedding on fire. 
When 
the 


mother came In, the 
clothing was 


burned off the little girl, and although 
she 
ran for water and got the fire 


oul. Uie child died.' 


" 'Mother was in back yard hanging 


up clothes. Seeing the smoke coming 
from the room, she ran in to save two 
small children, who were found on 
stairway leading to upper floor. All 
three died from effects of fire.

BLACK DAMP HELD RESPONSIBLE 


FOR DISASTER IN COLO- 


RADO SHAFT. 


ONLY TWO ARE FOUND ALIVE 


Dead Badly Mangled, Making Identifi- 


cation Practically Impossible—Res- 
cue Work Starts Promptly, and 
Bodies Are Recovered. 


New Castle, Colo., Dec. 18.—An explo- 


sion of black damp in the Vulcan mine 
of the Rocky Mountain Fuel company, 
one and one-half miles east of here, 
entombed L. L. Crawford, mine fore- 
man; L. Walters, fire boss, and 38 mi- 
ners on Tuesday. 


Of the 40 men composing the day 


shift at work only two, W. J. Finley 
and John Dawson. escaped. 


Thousands of frantic women and 


children gathered at the mine watch- 
ing rescuers bring out the bodies of 
victims. All the 33 victims were at 
work in the lower level, every nook 
and cranny of which was penetrated 
by the single, all-enveloping crash of 
one explosion. ' The two survivors 
worked above the two upper levels in 
which air passages prevented the col- 
lecting of, the deadly dust particles. 


Father J, P. Carrigan of Glenwood 


Springs 
parish, formerly a Denver 


priest, descended into the mine work- 
ings while the work of bringing out 
the bodies was starting and went 
clear through the level. 


J. W, Cummins, district manager of 


the Rocky Mountain Fuel company, 
definitely announced a dust explosion 
as the cause of the disaster after an 
Investigation. 
He said the force of 


the blast shook the whole mountain 
and rocked the buildings on the mine 
tipple. 
He said the explosion occurred 


in room J3 of the lower level and ex- 
tended all the way to room 37. 


The first men Into the mine were 


Superintendent Charles S. Meerdink 
and Jack Stone, a miner, who volun- 
teered to accompany him. They went 
all the way through the workings and 
returned with the message that caused 
the hopeful throng at the mine mouth 
to lose all hopes of ever seeing their 
friends and loved ones alive. 


The work of taking out the bodies 


commenced shortly after the explo- 
sion occurred. The men were horri- 
bly mangled and Identification was 
difficult, 
but 
they were 
gradually 


checked off from the time card. 


So all-pervading was the explosion 


that it swept the mine free from dust 
and the rescue work was conducted 
by men with open lamps in their caps 
and without the oxygen helmets. 


The scene at the mine mouth was 


more distressing than customary in 
such disasters, for the last flicker of 
hope for life had died away. A major- 
ity of the dead men were Americans, 
nearly all young men from th'e vicin- 
ity of New Castle, sons of prominent 
ranchmen and business men, who bad 
replaced the Italian miners that went 
out on strike. 


A snowstorm added to the difficul- 


ties of the rescuers and the confusion 
of the scene.

It is our judgment that 
the employer cannot shift tho liability 
for compensation or the insurance of 
compensation onto the employes by 
deducting any part of their salaries to 
pay insurance or compensation.

agreement with tho mon, for It would 
be a palpable evasion of the spirit of 
the law to do so. The public policy 
of Isw Is detarminod by the legisla- 
ture, and where (lie legislature has 
declared a public policy, a citizen may 
not set aside that^ollcy, even by con- 
tract."

the market is gathered and sent out 
in cases, usually bringing about $5 
per case.

ports the sale of 600 crates. 
At one

holly pine for Christmas trees, but 
owing to Its stiff leaves it never be- 
came popular.

They went 
all the way through the workings and 
returned with the message that caused 
the hopeful throng at the mine mouth 
to lose all hopes of ever seeing their 
friends and loved ones alive.

So all-pervading was the explosion 


that it swept the mine free from dust 
and the rescue work was conducted 
by men with open lamps in their caps 
and without the oxygen helmets. 


.The scene at the mine mouth was 


more distressing than customary in 
such disasters, for the last flicker oE 
hope for life had died away. A major- 
ity of the dead men were Americans, 
nearly air young men from tlie vicin- 
ity of New Castle, sons of prominent 
ranchmen and business men, who had 
replaced the Italian miners that went 
out on strike. 
A snowstorm added to the difficul- 


ties of the rescuers and the confusion 
of tbe scene.

el that hasrbeen- used in the infected 
pen the well herd would'be almost 
pertain to get the disease.

ers), this treatment is an effective 
preventive measure. Where serum

cautions above given will in many

Thousands of 
dollars are 
spent 


every year in holly, mistletoe, ivy 
and laurel and other greens. Tho holly, 
which, by the way, is particularly line 
this year, conies from Delaware, Mary- 
land, Virginia and the CaroUnas. Of 
course, it groVs in other sections, but 
these states pioduce the most beauti- 
ful quality. 
In South Carolina the 


holly trees have been known to at- 
tain a height of GO feet. 
In Maryland 


it is often cultivated, 
and 
several 


splendid holly trees are to be seen 
on the grounds of the United States 
Naval academy at Annapolis. These 
are full of berries at each Christmas 
season. 
Of course the trees are well 


cared for, and no one is allowed to 
break the branches. 
The holly for 


the market is gathered and sent out 
in cases, usually bringing about }5 
per case. 
Some idea of its popular- 


ity as a Christmas decoration cau be 
gained from the fact that last year 
in New York city one dealer alone re- 
ports the sale of 600 crates>. 
At one 


time an effort was made to substitute 
holly pine for Christmas trees, but 
owing to its stiff leaves it never be- 
came popular. 


One of the fads of recent years is 


for the young people to go out and 
gather Christmas greens in automo- 
bile*— even to bring home the tree in 
this manner, and just before Christ- 
mas it is no uncommon sight in the 
country to see a man chopping down a 
pine tree while a bevy of girls are 
gathering holly and laured and piling 
it into the automobile. Last year one 
of the finest churches In a northern 
city was decorating for Christmas by 
the young girls of families who own- 
ed automobiles.

request of recent dale that the De- 
partment supply you with 'specific 
advice as to the best ways of coping 
with hog cholera, which you^state la 
now a serious menace to swine in 
your district, I regard as a very im- 
portant one. 
According to the last 


census, hogs were an important fea- 
ture of the agricultural production 
of your section. In 1S10 in your dis- 
trict tnere were 254,721 swine val- 
ued at $1.863,1'29. 
It is apparent, 


therefore, that unless hog cholera 
can be controlled a serious loss must 
be endured 
by 
your agricultural 


population. 


The proverb that "An ounce of 


prevention is worth a pound of cure" 
is especially applicable to hogl chol- 
era and cooperation among farmers 
•in combating the disease is very im- 
portant. 
When hog cholera breaks 


out on a farm the farmers in the 
neighborhood should join in a strong 
effort to confine the disease to the 
one farm where it already exists by 
instituting a strict quarantine, and 
also, ~when possible, by the adminis- 
tration of the protective serum to 
the droves on adjoining farms. It is 


mistake to neglect timely precau- 


ions and to rely wholly on the use 
f serum. The serum is useful not 
.0 much for curing hogs sick with the 
isease as for preventing other hogs 
rom taking it. 


Every farmer should make abso- 


utely certain that no dirt or imple- 
tient is brought from an infected hog 
ot into another hog lot. Hog cholera 
:an be carried In dirt on shoes, on 
vagon wheels, or on the feet of dogs 
t has been proved that a pen of 
logs infected with hog cholera can 
>e kept within ten feet of a well herd 
without communicating the disease, 
irovided no dirt of implement or 
ther object is moved from the for- 
ner to the latter pen. If, however, 
he pen with the unlnfected hogs 
hould be cleaned with a hoe or shov- 
el that has been used in the Infected 
jen, the well herd would be almost 
ertain to get the disease. Dogs, 
TOWS, and buzzards can transport 
particles of flesh from dead hogs and 
bus carry the disease 


The following precautions are re- 


commended for keening the conta- 
gion from an uninfected drove: 


(1) 
Do not locate hog lots near 


a public highway, a railroad, or a 
stream. 
The germ of hog cholera 


may be carried along any one of these 
avenues. 


(2) 
Do not allow strangers or 


neighbors to enter your hog lots, and 
do not go into your neighbors' lots. 
If it is absolutely necessary to pass 
from one hog lot into another, first 
clean your shoes carefully and then 
wash them with a 3 per cent solution 
of the compound solution of cresol 
(U. S. P.). 


(3) 
Do not put a new stock, either 


hogs or cattle, in lots with a herd 
already on the farm. 
Newly pur- 


chased hogs shotiid be put in separate 
enclousures well separated from the 
herd on the farm and kept under ob- 
servation for three weeks, because 
practically all stock cais, unloading 
chutes, and pens are Infected with 
hog cholera 


(4) 
Hogs sent to fairs should be 


quarantined for at least three weeks 
after they return to the farm. 


(5) 
If hog cholera breaks out on 


a farm, separate the sick from the 
appaiently healthy animals, and burn 
all carcasses of dead animals on the 
day of death 
No not leave them un- 


burned, for this will endanger all 
other farmers in the neighborhood. 


(6) 
If after the observance of all 


possible precautions hog cholera ap- 
peais on your farm, notify the State 
veterinarian, or State- Agricultural 
college, and secure serum 
for 
*he 


treatment of those not affected. 
The 


early application of this serum is es- 
sential 


Somp of these precautions may 


seem unnecessary and troublesome, 
but they do not cost much, and they 
are \eiy valuable prevent've moss- 
ures.

POTATO GROWING 


IMPROVES GROUND 


American potato growers will be 


interested in the fact that German 
farmers have found that many ind'- 
rec,t benefits result from potato cul- 
ture, through modern methods of 
crop rotation, green manuring, and 
fertilizing. In a recently issued bul- 
letin, entitled "Lessons for American 
Potato Growers from German Experi- 
ences," the department's specialist 
describes, among other things, how 
eastern Germany benefits ffom the 
cultivation of the potato. 


The potato has played the greatest 


role in the agricultural development 
of light and fertile soils of this 
region, as the sugar been has, done in 
heavier soils. 
According to German 


specialists, these hoed root crops are 
beneficial to any soil, through the 
deep and thorough culture that is 
given them, 
with its resultant im- 


provement in the physical condilon 
and aeration. 


The profits from th*" crop justify 


the liberal use of commercial ferti- 
lizers, from which there are impor- 
tant'residual effects on other crops 
in the rotation. 
The clean culture 


practiced also brings all weeds into 
thorough subjection. The yields per 
acre of all farm crops have been 
greatly increased since the extension 
of potato growing. 


Potato tops are now dried and 


used for stock food on many estates. 
The by-product, mash, resulting from 
the distillation of potatoes into al- 
cohol, is also an important economic- 
al factor. 


While we have, in fact, better soils 


than Europe In almost unlimited' 
area adapted for potatoes, our hot 
summers -injure the potato plant, 
where they aid in the development 
of our great grain crop, corn. In the 
corn belt there can never be profit 
in growing potatoes in excess of those 
needed locally for table use. 
Corn 


can be produced more economically, 
is better for stock feeding, and is a 
cheaper source of starch and alcohol 
Farther north, however, and in the 
elevated western districts where corn 
can not be raised, potato growing 
has a greater future. 


However, vast deposits of petro- 


leum will also offer competition in- 
directly to the potato, as at present 
there is not the need in this country 
that there Is in Germany for potato 
alcohol. Nevertheless, we are using 
up our great petroleum resources, 
and the time njay not be far distant 
when the distilling of alcohol from 
potatoes may become an Important 
industry. 


VACCINATION FOR 


TYPHOID FEVER 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 29.—Com- 


pulsory vaccination for the preven- 
tion of typhoid fever In the JJnlted 
States Army has given the country 
practically an "Immunized" fighting 
force, but one case of the disease 
making its appearance during the 
first 11 months of 1913, according 
to reports just obtained from the 
Office of Surgeon ^General Torney, of 
the War Department. 
The one sol- 


dier became ill during November, 
but five days after he bad enlisted 
and before he had been immunized. 
In no other army is anti-typhoid vac- 
cination mandatory. 
So efficacious 


has been the treatment in the Army 
that the Navy has adopted the prece- 
dent and it is today immunized with 
vaccine prepared m the laboratory of 
the Army Medical School. 


In commenting on the record for 


the nrst 11 months of 1913V Alton 
G. Grinnell, of the office of the Sur- 
geon General of the War Depart- 
ment, in a communication to the 
National Geographic Society, says, 
"This record, compared with that 
of any year previous to the begin- 
ning of vaccination, 
short of miraculous."

Brazil, Canada and India 
are even more affected by the world- 
wide money pinch than the United 
States. 


The art of politics consists partly 


in telling plausible lies. 
There is 


(always a wordy effort to attribute 
the business condition of the coun- 
try—whether good or bad—to politi- 
cal causes, though 9 times out of 10 
politics has nothing to do with it eith- 
er way. 
This is one of the times 


when it has not. Nothing that the 
Wilson Administration has yet done 
has any marked effect on 
business, 


either favorable or unfavorable, In 
all human probability the business 
situation would have been precisely 
what it is if Taft or Roosevelt had

•"Mr. Grinnell goes on to say. "The 


various steps in the production of 
each dose of vaccine have been as 
carefully supervised as _xthough it 
was to be used upon the President of 
the United States. Before it leaves 
the laboratory, it is tested upon 
guinea pigs, and the statistics above 
quoted show the results of this pains- 
taking care. 
Large quantities have 


been furnished to the various de- 
partments o( the government, to the 
militia,, and to a number ot civil 
institutions. As soon as,its success 
was assured the larger drug firms of 
the country sent representatives to 
Washington to learn the formula and 
to study the process of manufacture. 
The same vaccine is now prepared 
by these firms and sold to the medi- 
cal profession of the country at a 
reasonable rate." 


Mr Grinnell paints an encourag- 


ing picture when he says, "As the 
typhoid bacillus can live but a limit- 
ed time in water, soil and other 
substances, it is obvious that if new 
pollution is not added from time to 
time epidemics will be prevented 
The general use of the prophylactic 
will, probably, extinguish vthe dis- 
ease, since the vaccination of an en- 
tire community absolutely prevents 
the 'carriers' and all others from 
giving off the typhoid bacilli, and the 
fjcus from which new Infection would 
ordinarily radiate is eliminated.

One of the cir 
culars contained the following ingen 
ious pronouncement: "Typhoid fev 
er can be prevented. You can aid by 
being vaccinated.

Heal 
thy persons may have typhoid tomor- 
row. Only those vaccinated or those 
who have liad typhoid are immune 
Immunity lasts three years.

this an epidemic of typhoid feve 
broke out in the town of Malta, Mon- 
tana, most of the cases developing 
in a hotel, where four of the Recla 
mation Service men were taking thei 
meals. Of these four one had refus- 
ed to be vaccinated, one had had ty- 
phoid fever and two were Immunize! 
by vaccination.

>etter grille and his prices for it 
•ange enough higher than those in 
Dane and other southern counties to 
nore than make up the deficiency in 
rop acreage. 


This latter fact has been disputed 
mong many in Wood county, who 
ilaim the crop as prolific or more so 
.han Dane county's crop. It may be, 
ierhaps, a difference in the land. It 
s a known fact that George Miner, 
near Gary Bluff, has been for the past 
wo or three years experimenting 
with tobacco and has made a success 
f it, so much so-that he will put in 
a larger acreage this year than in 
•ears past.

tion of typhoid fever in* the JJnited

that the Navy has adopted the prece- 
dent and it is today immunized with 
vaccine prepared in theilaboratory of 
the Army Medical School. 


In commenting on the record for 


the first 11 months of 1913, Alton 
<3 G-rlnnell, of the office of the Sur- 
geon General of the War Depart-

Washington.—Two 
reforms 
have 


been decided upon by the Democrat- 
ic majority in congress, and seem- 
ingly the party mea are sincere in 
their promises that hereafter all bills 
shall stand on their own merits as 
legislative propositions, and that so 
far as human judgment can make it 
possible, no paragraph of a bill seem- 
ingly meaning one thing, but really 
meaning .another shall be allowed to 
become a part of the law of 
the 


land. 


The day of "riders" on appropria- 


tion bill soon will be done, and no 
"jokers" hereafter will flnd a place 
in any congressional legislation. 
If 


the dominant party succeeds in es- 
tablishing these reforms and keeps 
within the strict rule of them, the 
opportunities for evil enactments will 
lessen and the courts will have much 
less to do. 


President Wilson, apparently, took 


note of the criticism which came be- 
cause of the inclusion in the sundry 
civil bill of the provision intended to 
save labor unions and farm organiza- 
tions from prosecution on charges of 
violating the anti-trust laws. He was 
compelled either to veto the appropri- 
ation bill or to sign it with tho ob- 
noxious clause included. He signed 
it. 
The Democratic members of con- 


gress apparently also have felt the 
criticism of their action in this case, 
and the legislative policy which- they 
are about to adopt to keep 
other 


riders off of appropriation bills, they 
seem to believe will make amends for 
past misdemeanors. 


It the Democrats, when they first 


came into power, had adopted the 
rule which they are now planning to 
put into effect there piobably would 
have been no chance to violate .the 
civil service rules in the appointment 
of persons who will do work in con- 
nection with Income tax collections. 
It was a "rider" which enabled the 
Democrats to supply a good many of 
the faithful with offices without the 
necessity of undergoing examinations 
as to their fitness. 


Currency Bill Straightened Out. 


Not long ago a Chicago man came 


to Washington and weiit to Senator 
Owen, chairman of the senate com- 
mittee on banking and currency. He 
had with him a copy of the house 
currency bjll of which he made a care- 
ful study. He pointed out nearly 100 
cases of ambiguous language. 
The 


errors were corrected, but the chances 
are that some of them escaped the at- 
tention of the analyst. 


Now it is the intention of the Dem- 


ocrats to create what may be called 
a bill writing bureau. 
It will be cre- 


ated by an act of congress and there- 
fore taken out of the field of simple 
legislative policy. 
The 
Democrats 


cannot bind subsequent congresses 
to promise to keep "riders" off the 
appropriation bills, but they can make 
a bureau which will exist until it Is 
abolished by an act of congress. This 
bureau, despite Its name, will 
not 


write for congressmen, but it will 
take bills which have been written 
and apply to them the test 
of in- 


terpretation. 
In other words, the bu- 


reau will see that the bills while say- 
ing one thing do not mean another. 


The elimination of the "rider" and 


the "joker" will establish two sub- 
stantial reforms In legislation, and if 
the Democrats carry out their plan 
they probably will get a good bit of 
credit even though, before the reform 
streak showed itself, they had vio- 
lated several times both the spirit and 
the letter of the rule and the law 
which they now Intend to put into op- 
eration

ment has been from west to east. 


Recently in Washington the suffra- 


gists of the country held their con- 
vention. The attitude of the residents 
of this city and of the lawmakers to- 
wards the suffragists is entirely differ- 
ent from what it was some years ago. 
In fact, only four years ago the na- 
tional suffragists held a meeting here 
in a comparatively small room In a 
hotel and the attendance at the meet- 
Ings was counted in tens. This year 
a huge hall was too small to accommo- 
date the crowds which wanted to at- 
tend.

In Maine ftly two years age there 


were few to listen to the cry "Votes 
for Women." Maine all at once un- 
derwent a change of manlier. Indiffer- 
ence became interest and sleepiness 
became wakefulness. In one year the 
women ot Maine succeeded In winning 
to their cause almost a majority of the 
legislature of the slate. They are at 
work now trying to make victory a 
matter of the near future. 


In/ Massachusetts the women suffra- 


gists have turned their attention to 
the1 work of defeating for re-election 
members of the legislature who op- 
pose their cause. Last year there was 
a majority of the lower house in Mas- 
sachusetts in favor 
of woman suf- 


frage, but the majority was not large 
enough to secure a submission to the 
people of an amendment to the state 
constitution. The .women already are 
at work again in Massachusetts trying 
to make their victory complete. 


In Connecticut the woman suffrage 


movement has gone ahead rapidly in 
the last year or two. 
There were 


certain disclosures of vice conditions 
made in the cities 
of 
Connecticut 


which aroused the women of the state 
to action and which they say made 
them feel that unless women could get 
the ballot thp family life was not safe. 


As to Presidential Primaries.

dates for the presidency by means 
of general primaries has been 
the 


subject 
of 
discussion 
and 
actual 


controversy among the politicians in 
Washington every day since the mes- 
sage was written. The Republicans 
and the Progressives think that they 
eee symptoms of alarm in the Demo- 
cratic ranks over Mr. Wilson's 
pro- 


nouncement. 


It is a fact, because the Democrats 


have made it plain, that some of them, 
few at any rate, are worried over this 
thing because, as some of them view 
it, the presidential primary in a way 
would give a state like new York with 
its immense population an influence 
and a power equal to that of eight or 
ten states in the south. This view 
of the matter has been set forth by 
Democratic journals in the southern 
states.

possibilities, or probabilities, seem to- 
day to look forward to the next cam- 
paign with eyes that sae things only 
one way. They say that presidential 
primaries or no presidential prima- 
ries, if Woodrow Wilson's administra- 
tion Is a buccess he is bound to be 
renominated and probably 
elected, 


and if it is not a success he will be 
renominated just as 
certainly and 


probably defeated. 


It is a very simple proposition ap- 


parently as tho followers 
of 
Mr. 


Bryan, Mr Clark and Mr. Underwood 
view it, and aa probably also the three 
chieftains themselves view it. With 
Mr. Wilson successful in his admin- 
istration, not one of the three prob- 
ably thinks that he has a chance for 
the nomination, and with Mr. Wilson 
unsuccessful not one of them thinks 
a Democrat would stand much chance 
of election and consequently no one 
of them car eh to be offered up as s 
sacrifice. 


How They Sea the Future. 


Democrats in congress already are 


talking of the campaign two years 
hence.

cies from the very beginning, who do 
not look upon the renomination of 
Mr. Wilson as assured even if his ad- 
ministration seems to win for him the 
applause of the party and of the coun- 
try. Is it possible that Mr. Bryan 
thinks that the president will not care 
to succeed himself? Is it possible that 
Mr. Bryan knows that when the time 
comes, his present chief will say the 
word which will take him out of the 
lield of succession?

BUI Writing Bureau to Be Created 


Which Will See That Measures 


Da;.Not'Say 'One Thlnfl While' 


Meaning. Another.

Washington.—Two 
reforms 
have 


been decided upon by the Democrat- 
ic majority in congress, and seem- 
ingly the party mea are sincere in- 
thear promises that hereafter all bills 
shall, stand on their own merits as 
legislative propositions, and that so 
far as human judgment can make it 
.possible;, no paragraph of' a bill seem- 
ingly meaning one thing, but really 
meaning.another shall be.allowed to" 
become a part of the law of 
the 


land. 


The dajr of ' riders" on appropria- 


tion bill soon will be done, and no 
"jokers" hereafter will find a place 
In any congressional legislation 
If 


'the dominant party,-succeeds in es- 
tablishing these reforms- and keeps 
within the strict, rule of them, the 
opportunities for evil, enactments will 
lessen and the courts will have much 
less to do. 


'President Wilson, apparently, took 


note of the criticism which came be- 
cause of the inclusion in the sundry, 
civil bill''of'.the provision intended to 
save labor unions and farm organiza- 
tions from prosecution on charges- of 
.violating-the anti-trust laws. He was 
compelled either :to veto the appropri- 
ation bill or to sign it with, the ob- 
noxious clause included. 
He signed 


it. The Democratic members of con- 
gress apparently also have. felt the 
criticism of their action in this case, 
and the legislative, policy which- they 
are about to adopt to. keep 
other 


riders off of appropriation bills, they 
seem to believe will make amends for 
past misdemeanors. 


If the Democrats, when they first 


came into power, had- adopted the 
rule which they, are now planning to 
put into effect there probably would 
have been, no chance to violate .the 
civil service rules in the appointment 
of persons who will do work in con- 
nection with Income tax collections. 
It was a "rider" which enabled the 
Democrats to supply a good many of 
tlie faithful with offices without the 
necessity of undergoing examinations 
as to their fitness. 


Currency Bill Straightened Out. 


Not long ago a Chicago man came 


to Washington and went to Senator 
Owen; chairman of the senate com- 
mittee on banking and currency. He 
had with him a copy of the house 
currency bjll of which he made a care- 
ful study. He pointed out nearly 100. 
cases of ambiguous language. 
The 


errors were'corrected, but the chances 
are that some of thenvescaped the at- 
tention, of the analyst. 


Now it is the intention of the Dem- 


ocrats to create what may be called 
a bill writing bureau. It will be cre- 
ated by an act of congress and there- 
fore^ taken out. of the field of simple 
legislative policy. 
The . Democrats 


cannot, bind subsequent 
congresses 


to promise to keep "riders"- off the 
appropriation bills, but they can make 
a bureau which will exist until it is 
abolished by an act of congress. This 
bureau, despite its name, will 
not 


write for congressmen, but it will 
take bills which have been written 
and apply to them .the test 
of in- 


terpretation. 
In other words, the bu-. 


reau'will see that the-bills while-, say- 
ing one thing do not mean another. 


The elimination of the "rider" and 


the "joker" will establish two sub- 
stantial reforms in legislation, and If 
the Democrats carry out their plan 
they probably- will get a good bit of 
credit even, though, before the reform 
streak showed itself, they had vio- 
lated several times both the spirit and 
the letter of the rule and , the 
law 


which they now Intend to put into op- 
eration.

gists have turned their attention to 
the work of defeating for re-election 
"members -of the legislature who op- 
pose their cause.. .Last .year there was 
a majority, of the lower house in Mas- 
sachusetts in favor '.of woman suf- 
frage, "but the majority was not large 
enough to secure a submission to the 
people of an amendment to the state 
constitution. The .women already are 
at work again In Massachusetts trying 
to make their victory complete. 


In Connecticut the woman suffrage 


movement has gone ahead rapidly in 
the last year or two. 
There were 


certain disclosures, of vice conditions 
made in the cities 
of Connecticut 


which aroused the; women of the state 
to-action and which they say made 
them feel that unless women could get 
the ballot the family life was not safe.

The Republicans 
and the Progressives think that they 
see symptoms of alarm in the Demo- 
cratic ranks over Mr. Wilson's 
pro- 


nouncement. 
It is a fact, because the Democrats 


have mad^e it plain, that some of them, 
few at any rate, are worried over this 
thing because, as some of them view 
it, 'the presidential primary In a way 
would give a state like new York with 
its immense population an influence 
and a power eoualto that of eight or 
ten 'states in the south. This view 
of-:the matter has been set forth by 
Democratic journals in the southern 
sta'tes. 
Now while some-of the Democrats 


of the rank and file are .worried over 
Mr. Wilson's desires in this matter, 
th'ere are chieftains of the party who 
seemingly 'do not worry at all so far 
as the next national campaign is con- 
cerned, and if they feel any fear it is 
solely because the primary may he a 
stumbling block in the path of ambi- 
tion in the far future.

On 'Christmas day Santy is the highest Tanking 


officer of the fleet, and all flags «re junior to his 
fur tree hoisted to the masthead. With his flag 
•lieutenant. Ms aide and the rest o£ the staff, he 
cruises about among the ships distributing the 
gifts with which his argosy is laden. His method 
<of doing this is fraught with as much red tape as 
•was ever the greetings of the old admiral of the 
'Dutch fleet in the time of Queen Bess. All the 
paraphernalia symbolical of austere rank and

infected region being blown in succes- 
sive flights ten, fifteen, or even twen- 
ty-five miles, deserves at least consid- 
eration.—New York Evening Post.

HOW FLIES CARRY INFECTION 


StronB Wlrid, Blowing" Steadily, May. 


-Convey .Them Many Miles From 


*. Afflicted Region. 


It seems that the inlet'cribs'la Lake 


Erie for the water supply of Cleveland 
are overrun vritb flies. The' crib farth- 
est-out in the lake is six miles from 
shore. Last summer Professor Hodge, 
being in- Cleveland, was asked'to go 
out to the cribs and look the situation 
over.-Ha went, and as stated found 
all the cribs supporting a 'numerous 
.fly- population of blue-bottles', stable 
flies, and Musca domestica. The six- 
mile inlet was as bad as any of the 
others. 
There was nothing on the 


cribs'. for the flies to feed .upon, -and 
careful, inquiry showed that transpor- 
tation by boat was extremely improb- 
able. 
The professor-was led to the 


conclusion, therefore, that the flies 
were, blown out over the 
six-mile 


stretch of water by the strong'south 
•winds. 


If they are transported this distance 


over water, the possible extent of their 
tra.vel ashore must be very considera- 
ble; 
Assuming a steady and strong1 


wind blowing in the same direction for 
some time, the chance of flies from an 
infected region being blown^n succes- 
sive flights ten, fifteen, or even twen- 
ty-five miles, deserves at least consid- 
eration.—New York Evening Post.
